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Middle East 
agreement 
to halt war

President Anwar Sadat and Israeli 
Prim e 
Minister 
Menahem 
Begin 
announced a momentous agreement 
today that there would be no more war 
between their nations. 
S adat 
and 
Begin 
m ade 
the 
declarations of the unwritten non­ 
belligerency pact separately in the 
climax of a historic first visit to Israel 
by an Arab leader and then agreed to 
work toward a negotiated Middle East 
peace settlement. 
The men whose countries have fought 
four wars since 1948 then journeyed to 
Tel Aviv by motorcade and Sadat flew 
back to Cairo and a tumultuous welcome 
by hundreds of thousands of Egyptians. 
Four Israeli-made Kfir C-2 jet fighters 
escorted him part of the way. 
He landed in Cairo at 4:56 p.m. 6:56 
a.m. PST. 
Sadat, 58, and Begin, 64, spoke at a 
joint news conference and in formal 
farewell 
statem ents 
later 
in 
an 
atmosphere of warm sincerity and 
expressions by both men of a willingness 
to negotiate a final Middle East peace 
despite outstanding problems. 
“ We have decided no more war 
between our nations," Begin said at the 
home of President Ephraim Katzir, with 
Sadat seated at his side. 
"We shall establish peace and we shall 
live in peace,” said Begin, the former 
terrorist whose election as a hardline 
prime 
minister 
sparked 
fears 
of 
renewed war 
“ We have outstanding 
problems We shall solve them through 
negotiations as great ancient nations 
should do.” 
“ Let us hope that God may guide our 
steps to peace and security,” said Sadat 
who launched the 1973 Yom Kippur War 
to try to regain territory Israel captured 
in 1967. “I agree it should be our slogan 
— security for you, security for us 
without interference from any other 
side.” 
Sadat and Begin sat side by side 
earlier at a joint news conference where 
the 
prim e 
m inister 
made 
the 
announcement of their mutual pledge of 
non-belligerency, a concept first aired 
publicly by former Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin in January, 1976. 
"During the visit of President Sadat to 
our 
country 
and 
to 
Jerusalem 
a 
momentous agreement was achieved 
already,” Begin said. "Namely, no 
more war, no more bloodshed, no more 
threats and collaboration in order to 


avoid any lengths which may lead to 
such tragic developments.” 
Alluding to his five minute message 
broadcast directly to the Egyptian 
people Nov. 11 in which he appealed for 
an end to war, Begin said “that mutual 
pledge was given in Jerusalem. And we 
are very grateful to President Sadat that 
he said so from the platform of the 
Knesset, personally to me and today 
again to my colleagues in parliament. 
“It is a great moral achievement — 
for our nations, for the Middle East, 
indeed for the whole world. ” 
The verbal agreement, sealed with a 
hearty handshake and a smile before the 
thunderously 
applauding 
newsmen, 
would in effect rule out resumption of 
hostilities in the Middle East even 
without a formal peace treaty since no 
Arab state ever went to war against 
Israel without Egypt. If the agreement 
is kept. 
Egypt is Israel’s mightiest foe with a 
million men under arms and a one-front 
war against Israel by Syria would be 
suicide, 
in

analysists 
Begin said Sadat did not invite him m 
return to Egypt and added, “ I do 
understand why at this stage such an 
invitation was not issued." He later 
joked that he may have to invite Sadat 
back to Israel before he can go to Cairo. 
Egyptian sources told UPI Cairo 
bureau manager Maurice Guindi, who 
accompanied Sadat, that Sadat first 
wanted his unprecedented visit to Israel 
to be digested by the Arab world before 
he would ask it to swallow a dose of 
Begin in Cairo. 
The Arab world has been in a state of 
violent turmoil since Sadat announced 
the 
visit. 
Libya 
broke 
diplomatic 
relations and there were anti-Egyptian 
disturbances in scores of cities in the 
world to protest what opponents called 
“ treason * 
Sadat spent the morning in discussions 
with the 120 members of Knesset, 
meeting 
them 
in 
separate 
party 
factions. He told them the main issue in 
the Middle East conflict is security for 
Israel and he offered it to the Jewish 
state 
Sadat’s aim appeared to be to end 
three decades of distruct of Egypt by the 
Israelis But he coupled that with a clear 
notice to Israel that he expected it to 
follow up on his initiative and to go to 
Geneva to negotiate a peace settlement

Later, William Fick, who is also a 
committee member, in addition to being 
a ranking engineer at Vandenberg Air 
Force Base, sought to modify the an­ 
nouncement. 
Fick noted that the Air Force would 
raise the level of the parking lot, if the 
Navy CBs based at Port Hueneme could 
be persuaded to do the job. The project 
also involves the installation of a water 
line for the projected restrooms. Fick 
said the Air Force would have to sit 
down with the county parks department 
and see what materials the county could 
offer for the project. 
A number of questions must still be 
worked out.

set for board approval Tuesday

A two-year-old staring longingly 
at an older child licking a lollipop 
New policies concerning the recently 
developed Lompoc Unified School 
District High School Proficiency Test 
are scheduled for approval by the school 
board Tuesday, 7 p.m. at district head­ 
quarters 
The policies state that students must 
correctly answer 80 percent of the test 
questions to pass — necessary to obtain a 
high school diploma. 
The policies also detail what shall oc­ 
cur when students fail the test. Students 
will have repeated chances to take and 
pass the test. 
Remedial courses in language, math 
or both would be available for those 
students who failed. These courses would 
become mandatory If a student had not 
passed the proficiency test by the 
eleventh grade. 
According to the policies also, students 


who complete course and unit re­ 
quirements but are unable to pass the 
proficiency test, would receive a “ cer­ 
tificate of completion” rather than a 
diploma. 
The policies outline the times the 
proficiency test will be mandatory. Star­ 
ting in April of this school year, 1978, all 
eighth and ninth graders will have to 
take the test It will be administered on a 
Saturday morning 
Normally, ninth graders will have the 
option to take the test. But they will be 
mandated to take it in 1978, because the 
proficiency test law requires that 
students have three opportunities to take 
it 
In other business Tuesday night. 
— The results of the state testing 
program — released last week — will be 
presented and explained to the board by 
Dr. Irwin Wapner, director of student 


services. 
~ Recommended membership for the 
Vocational Education Advisory Com­ 
mittee will be presented.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
(UPI) — Air Force and space 
agency 
investigators 
today 
began 
in 
inquiry 
into 
mysterious radio signals that 
caused 
cancellation of the 
scheduled launch of a European 
weather satellite. 
The launch of the Meteosat 1 
satellite was scrubbed Sunday 
night because of unidentified 
signals 
received 
on 
the 
command-destruct system of 
the Delta rocket as it was being 
readied for the launch. 
A command-destruct system 
is built into every rocket so the 
vehicle can be destroyed if it 
goes off course or malfunctions 
after liftoff. Officials said the 
signals were discovered during 
a test of the rocket’s electrical 
system last Wednesday. 
The source of the signals 
must be determined before a 
new launch date can be set, 
they said, because they could 
have 
“an 
effect” 
on 
the 
destruct system. 
No details on the signals 
themselves were disclosed, but 
officials said they have not 
been picked up again since 
Wednesday. 
There was no explanation 
why cancellation of the launch 
was announced only a few 
hours before the Delta rocket 
was scheduled to be fired. 
The 
1,535-pound, 
drum­ 
shaped satellite is owned by the 
European Space Agency, which 
expects it to greatly improve 
weather 
forecasting 
across 
Europe. 
It is designed to 
transmit weather photos every 
half hour. European weather 
forecasters now depend on 
twice-daily photos from an 
American satellite. 
“We will save lives by early 
warning of storms and have 
greatly 
improved 
weather 
forecasting,’’ 
said 
ESA 
Program Manager Dr. Dieter 
Lennertz of West Germany 
ESA is spending 3240 million 
on 
the Meteosat 
program, 
which includes three satellites, 
ground stations, launch costs 
paid to NASA and operating 
costs for the next three years. 
Aside 
from 
Europe’s 
immediate needs, Meteosat 1 
will be part of a projected five- 
satellite, worldwide weather 
forecast network.

fog, plunged more than 20 feet 
off a cliff and exploded in 
flames on a rocky beach below, 
killing 125 people, officials said 
today.

39 people, 
including four children aged 4 
to 10, survived the crash of the 
Boeing 727 jet carrying 164 
passengers and crew of at least 
five 
nationalities 
to 
the 
Madeira Islands from Brussels. 
Belgium. 
No Americans were aboard 
Portuguese

flight 
425, 
officials said. The crash was 
the first involving passenger 
casualties in TAP’s 25-year 
history. 
The disaster occurred as 
relatives of the passengers 
gathered in the airport to 
welcom e 
home 
fam ily 
members 
returning 
from 
Christmas shopping trips on the 
Portuguese mainland 
“A lot of the passengers' 
relatives were waiting in the 
airport when the plane bounced 
over the cliff,” an airport 
official said. “When they saw 
the explosion, they began to 
scream, run, vomit and faint.” 
According to survivors, a 
sense of foreboding had spread 
through the cabin during a 
particularly rough flight from 
Brussels and panic gripped 
some of the passengers as the 
plane 
touched 
down 
late 
Saturday at Funchal, capitol of 


Madeira 
the 
Portuguese 
Islands. 
A Belgian passenger, Leo 
Oosterlink of Antwerp, said, 
“A man in front of me stood up 
and started screaming Many 
people were taking off their 
seat belts. ” 
Moments later the plane 
bounced off the end of the strip 
and plummeted more than 200 
feet to a rocky beach below and 
exploded 
The blast threw part of the 
plane into the sea and hurled 
passengers hundreds of yards 
in all directions. One child 
landed in a banana plantation 
several hundred yards away, 
but survived. 
Spokesman for a team of 
investigators 
could 
not 
immediately 
determine 
the 
cause of the crash, but they 
theorized the plane’s wheels 
failed to grip the rain-slick 
runway. 
Oosterlink 
said 
he 
was 
thrown from the plane and 
landed in the water about 50 
yards from shore. He said he 
swam to the beach where he 
found his wife, but there was no 
sign of their three-year-old son, 
Stephen, or of Oosterlink’s 
mother-in-law, 
who 
accompanied

"I could hear my mother 
calling for help when I fell out 
of the plane,” Mrs. Oosterlink 
said. “We looked everywhere 
for Stephen, but we couldn’t 
for Stephen.”

The old platitude “ Necessity is the 
mother of invention” could well be ap­ 
plied to the creation of “ Put Love and 
Heart in Your Cooking” by Olga Rivaldi, 
Route 1. 
When she had her first heart attack 10 
years ago, her doctor put her on a low- 
sodium, low-fat diet. 
But 
looking 
in 
the 
library 
and 
bookstores she simply couldn’t find a 
book written to follow the diet he 
prescribed. 
So she wrote one herself. 
Especially put together with appetiz­ 
ing and appealing menus and prepara­ 
tions of foods for those on low-fat, low- 
sodium diets, the book will be published 
by Carlton Press, Inc. Nov. 28. 
It will retail at $6.75. 
Actually, Mrs. Rivaldi didn’t write the 
book right away. 
It was after her third and last heart at­ 
tack two years ago she began putting it 
together. 
And in the interim she found other 
reasons for the book, besides the per­ 
sonal. 
“ I have friends and relatives all over 
the United States,” Mrs. Rivaldi says, 
“ and strangely enough when I walk into 
somebody's 
home 
there’s 
always 
someone there with a heart problem.” 
Sometimes visiting for a number of 
days, she days, “ when I saw what they 
were putting on the table and what 
they’re eating I decided there was a real 
need for a book like this.” 
From her doctor, Mrs. Rivaldi had a 
list of “ allowed” and “ not allowed” 
foods. 
Many things on her “ not allowed” list 
were contained in the books she found. 
This disturbed her. 
Why. she wondered, should her doctor 
tell her one thing and books, written by 
people who should know better, were 
telling her another by offering all the 
things she wasn’t supposed to eat. 
That’s when she decided to compile 
her own cookbook. 
She started putting it together in the 
summer of 1975. 
It took her a year and lots of rejections 
to find someone who would publish it. 
No one much seemed to care when 
they heard what she was doing. 
The thing that upset her, she says, was 
how little understanding of the subject 
there was among lay people. 
“ We can eat so many things that we 
ordinarily eat if we know how to prepare 
them — what to leave out,” she explains. 
It was a year ago this month that 
Carlton Press finally expressed an in­ 
terest in Mrs. Rivaldi*s cookbook and 
decided to publish it. 
Mrs. Rivaldi stresses cutting down on 
salts. 
“ Vegetables, meats and milk — just 
about everything you eat already has 
salt in it,” she says, “ so when you reach 
for the salt shaker you’re hardening your 
arteries.”

“ There are plenty of good salt sub­ 
stitutes on the market,” she advises for 
those who think they need more. 
In her book Mrs. Rivaldi has covered a 
wide range of food preparation, in all of 
which fats and salts are definitely out. 
Salted meats such as bacon, ham, 
lunch meats, wieners, smoked meats! 
and salt pork are a thing of the past. And 
potato chips, saltines, salted nuts, and 
deep-fried foods also are to be avoided 
Also on her "restricted” list are but­ 
ter, cream, whipped cream, ice cream 
and cheeses. 
“ Corn oil margarine may be used to 
replace butter, and also to replace 
others (fats) and oils in your cooking and 
baking,” she suggests. 
Yet the recipes and menus in her 
cookbook are for everyone — not just 
those on a special diet. 
And what if the book makes her 
famous? 
She smiles. 
“ I don’t know how famous I’ll be but 
what I ’m hoping is that it will reach peo­ 
ple all over the United States who need 
to know about these things — how to 
cook their food themselves without 
adding to their problem.” 
Years ago, Mrs. Rivaldi says she used 
to “ play” at writing. She tried a little 
fiction but the cookbook was her first 
serious effort at trying to get something 
published. 
All recipes in Mrs. Rivaldt’s book are 
either her own or those in common usage 
altered by her to conform to require­ 
ments for a low-fat, low-sodium diet. 
The author lives with her husband, 
Henry, at the Mission Belle Dairy where 
he farms about 200 acres and operates 
the dairy, milking about 225 cows a day 
The 
Rivaldis 
have 
two 
married 
daughters, 
a 
granddaughter 
and 
a 
grandson. 
In spite of her heart problems, Mrs. 
Rivaldi leads an active life. 
"When you’re a farmer’s wife, you're 
a busy wife,” she says. 
She does all the bookkeeping, a lot of 
the errands, and all the correspondence 
of her husband’s dairy farm business. 
She also cans lots of the vegetables 
and fruits her husband grows. 
And she walks for exercise. 
To illustrate the basic ingredients in a 
healthful salad dressing as opposed to 
one that would not pass the approved 
diet list for heart patients, Mrs. Rivaldi 
offers the following from her book: 
CORN O IL D RESSIN G 
3 tablespoons corn oil 
3 tablespoons vinegar 
3 tablespoons water 
1 clove garlic, crushed 
Vi teaspoon sugar 
V* teaspoon dry mustard 
Vi teaspoon paprika 
Few grains pepper 
Put all ingredients in a glass jar with 
cover. 
Refrigerate at least an hour to 
blend flavors. 
Shake well before serving.

(12) Time period within which the 
proposed use or portions thereof 
shall be developed; 
(13) Duration of use or portions 
thereof; 
(14) Posting of a bond or bonds 
sufficient to guarantee the removal 
of any non-conforming structures 
or uses of the land upon the expira­ 
tion of the period of the conditional 
use permit; 
(15) Requiring the dedication of 
access rights; 
(16) And such other conditions as 
will make possible the development 
of the city in an orderly and ef­ 
ficient manner. 


5. The planning commission shall, 
in addition to any special con­ 
ditions, impose the following 
general and special conditions. 
(1) The right to use and occupan­ 
cy permit shall be contingent upon 
the fulfillment of all general and 
special conditions imposed by the 
conditional use permit procedure. 
(2) All of the special conditions 
shall constitute restrictions running 
with the land and shall be binding 
upon the owner of the land, his 
successors or assigns and a cove­ 
nant to this effect may be required. 
(3) All of the special conditions 
shall be consented to in writing by 
the applicant. 
(4) The resolution granting the 
application, together with all con­ 
sent forms and a description of the 
property shall be recorded by the 
Recorder of Santa Barbara County. 
(5) The use permit granted is con- 
ditio n ed upon the rig h ts or 
privileges acquired thereby being 
utilized within one year after the 
effective date of approval, and 
should the rights or privileges 
authorized hereby fail to be ex­ 
ecuted or utilized within said year 
or when a building permit has not 
been issued within said year, or 
when some form of construction 
work is involved which has not ac­ 
tually commenced within said year 
or, if so commenced, is not diligent­ 
ly pursued to completion, the use 
permit shall become null and void;

plans, in which event the Communi­ 
ty Development Director shall 
grant and record a commensurate 
extension The planning commis­ 
sion may, in its discretion, and with 
the consent or upon the request of 
the permittee, for any cause, grant 
a reasonable extension of time in 
addition to the one year period 
hereinabove provided. Such a re­ 
quest for extension shall have been 
filed with the secretary of the plan­ 
ning commission fifteen days prior 
to the expiration of the one year 


granting the application. Written 
notice of intention to revoke shall 
be mailed to the applicant not less 
than thirty days before the planning 
commission’s action. Said revoca­ 
tion may be appealed in the manner 
provided in subsection (f) herein. 
2. If an established time limit for 
development expires or If a time 
limit for the duration of the carry­ 
ing on of the use has been establish­ 
ed as one of the conditions, then 
said permit shall be considered to 
be revoked upon such date of ex­ 
piration without any notification to 
the owner thereof. 
3. Effect of revocation. The 
revocation of a conditional use per­ 
mit shall have the effect of denying 
all rights granted by the conditional 
use permit.

Feminists may be hurting 
their own cause, 
in our 
opinion, by asking Congress to 
change the original ground 
rules and give the states seven 
more years to ratify the equal 
rights amendment for women. 
It was agreed back in 1972 
that the amendment — which 
prohibits 
discrimination 
based on sex — would be 
added to the Constitution if it 
were approved by 38 state 
legislatures by March 22,1979. 
Now, because only 35 states 
have ratified and time is 
running out, Congress is being 
urged by some of its own 
members and by the Carter 
administration to push back 
the deadline to 1986. 
It may well be that the 
amendment’s 
backers 
are 
making a mistake by asking 
for a seven-year extension.

Even worse, it looks 
like an act of desperation. 
Three states (Tennessee, 
Nebraska and Idaho) have 
tried

But these states (and 
others) could argue that if 
Congress can change its mind 
about the time limit, they 
should be able to change their 
minds about ratification. 
Instead of pleading for time, 
ERA proponents should be 
knocking themselves out to 
elect sympathetic legislators 
next year in skeptical states 
like Virginia, South Carolina, 
Louisiana, 
Nevada 
and 
Oklahoma. 
No matter which way it 
goes, it will be a tight squeeze.

WASHINGTON - The U.S. Army 
provided a military band and a chaplain 
— the music and the prayers — for a 
macabre meeting recently of U.S. 
veterans with former Nazi shock troops 
at an SS graveyard. 
The Nazis once belonged to Adlph 
Hitler’s dread Waffen SS, which was 
hated even by the regular German 
army. 
The Encyclopedia Britannica 
notes that Gestapo chief Heinrich 
Himmler, the Nazis’ most ruthless 
exponent of racism and terrorism, 
founded the SS. 


According 
to 
the 
encyclopedia, 
this 
elite 
force 
became 
“ an 
all-embracing 
empire 
within 
the 
Nazi state, at once the 
embodiment and the 
i n s t r u m e n t 
of 
(Himmler's) 
racial 
theories.” 


Yet uniformed members of America’s 
Eighth Infantry Division band tootled 
funeral music as veterans of the U.S. 
70th Division laid~wreaths on the graves 
of dead SS troops near Bucholz, West 
Germany, on September 26. And a U.S. 
military chaplain, believe it or not, 
pronounced an invocation over the 
graves. 
This strange gathering was inspired 
by an encounter in the United States a 
year ago Three German visitors from 
the SS Sixth Mountain Hunter Division 
met the brother of a dead 70th Division 
soldier. After some beer drinking, a 
reunion was planned in West Germany. 
Notices were published in U.S. Army 
Reserve publications. All veterans of 
the 70th Division, known in World War II 
as the Trailblazers, were invited. About 
80 signed up for the trip to their old 
battlefields in France and Germany. 
The notices mentioned only that they 
would meet with the Sixth Mountain 
Hunter Division, without adding it was 
an SS unit. Some of the former GIs, 
therefore, may not have known they 
would share their reunion with ex-Nazi 


shock troops. But this seems unlikely 
since the SS unit opposed the 70th in both 
France and Germany during the war. 
The 
Americans 
met 
the 
Hitler 
veterans formally for the first time in 
the French town of Epinal. The SS men 
laid a wreath on U.S. graves in a 
military cemetery near a battlefield 
where they had once fought. 
Then the Americans, who had invaded 
Germany to free Europe from Nazism, 
journeyed with the Fuhrer’s finest 
across the state border to Bucholz, 
where the high point of the reunion 
occurred. 
First the mayor of Bucholz threw a 
reception for the former enemies. Then 
they 
gathered 
together 
at 
the 
graveyard. 
This was followed by a 
dinner-dance where the men of the 70th 
whooped it up with the SS veterans. 
Gen 
George Blanchard, the U.S. 
Army commander in Europe, must have 
been aware of the odd reunion since he 
met the next day with the 70th Division 
veterans. The highest ranking U.S. 
officer at the SS meeting, retired Brig. 
Gen. Theodore Mataxis, told us: “ All it 
was was talk among people who fought 
30 years ago.” 
M a t a x i s 
is 
now 
a s s i s t a n t 
superintendent of the Valley Forge 
Military Academy in Wayne, Pa. He told 
us he was aware the Germans were an 
SS unit, but noted that they had been 
combat troops. At the Nuremberg trials, 
the SS was condemned en masse with 
few 
exceptions, 
as 
a 
criminal 
organization. And for years, meetings 
of SS veterans were banned in postwar 
Germany. 
Footnote: At the Pentagon, the U.S. 
Army did not hold back on the facts. But 
a spokesman said the participation of 
the band and chaplain was the extent of 
official U.S. involvement. 
SOLAR BLACKOUT - Rep Mike 
McCormack, 
D-Wash., 
apparently 
doesn’t like too much sunlight. The 
scholarly, bespectacled former nuclear 
scientist 
isn’t 
eager 
to 
generate 
electricity from the sun. 
In place of 
solar energy, he would prefer to use the 
nuclear power that is produced at the

was 
questioning 
some 
expert 
witnesses 
about 
solar 
technology. 
He 
was 
developing information that would shed 
light on a $28 million solar project that 
McCormack opposed. 
“We're going to have to adjourn and 
submit our subsequent questions in 
writing,” snorted McCormack. 
“Why 
is 
that, 
Mr. 
Chairman?” 
demanded Gore. “ I think this has a 
tremendous leverage on the future. I 
think this program is important. I think 
we ought to explore it.” 
But McCormack wouldn’t budge. “I 
think perhaps we'd better schedule 
another 
oversight 
m eeting,” 
he 
snapped. 
“We can’t go for the rest of the day?” 
persisted Gore 
“No,” repeated McCormack, “I’m 
sorry, we cannot.” 
The transcript, which hasn’t been 
released to the public, shows Gore 
objecting: “ I would like the record to 
reflect that, as one member of the 
subcommittee, I have a number of 
specific questions ... and 1 don't have an 
opportunity to continue the questioning 
here today.” 
McCormack, growing more irritated, 
growled: 
“ I’m 
sorry 
We 
must 
terminate now ” 
Unpersuaded, Gore demanded again: 
“ Why?” 
“ I’m sorry,” retored McCormack, 
“ but it is necessary that we adjourn.” 
“Without an explanation?’’ asked 
Gore Incredulously 
“Yes, I’m sorry,” said McCormack, 
with finality. “The meeting stands 
adjourned. Thank you very much.”

Who 
does He think He is? The Queen of 
England? 
It goes on, “ Your will be done on earth 
as in Heaven.” 
One wonders what has been gained by 
that formulation over the traditional for­ 
mulation, which read "Thy will be done 
on earth as it is in Heaven.” There is 
transparent here something on the order 
of

imperative:

venerable passage will be reworded by a 
rewording commission Insofar as a com­ 
mission 
to 
reword 
possesses 
the 
authority to do so. 
Is It suggested that more people will 
understand the phrase In the new for­ 
mulation? In the first place, we are hip- 
deep in the aleatory mode when we say, 
“Thy will be done,” — since we all know 
that it is very seldom done; and, indeed, 
some of us would go so far as to say that 
it is most unlikely that it Is being done by 
the Royal Committee on the Vulgariza­ 
tion of the Book of Common Prayer 
when they take such a sentence as "Thy 
will be done on earth as it Is in heaven” 
back from the alchemists who worked 
for the Lord and for King James, and 
beat it Into tbe leaden substitute which 
they have now promulgated. 
One wishes that were all; but there Is 
no sin of omission for which we might be 
grateful. “ Lead us not into temptation, 
but deliver us from evil” has been 
changed to, “ Do not bring us to tbe time 


of trial, but deliver us from evil.” Why? 
For the sake of clarity? (that is the usual 
answer.) I know, because every sense in 
my body informs me, and every misin- 
clination of my mind, what is tempta­ 
tion, from which we seek deliverance. 
But “the time of trial?” That sounds like 
the Supreme Court is in session. 
Perhaps it was ordained that the 
Episcopalians, like their brothers the 
Catholics, should suffer. It Is a time for 
weeping, and a time for rage. Do not go 
kindly into the night. Rage, rage against 
the dying of the light. That would be the 
advice of this outsider to my brothers in 
the Anglican church.

Long holds 


energy aces 


WASHINGTON — (N EA ) - No 
m atter how long it takes, sooner or later 
President Carter is going to get the 
energy bill he deserves — and Russell 
Long wants. 
The wily chairm an of the Senate 
Finance Committee holds all the face 
cards in the table stakes game between 
the House and Senate energy conferees, 
and Carter dealt him the hand. 
The President gave Long every ace in 
the deck when he declared that his own 
performance in the White House this 
year should be judged a success or 
failure depending on whether Congress 
sends him an energy bill he can sign. 


Even C arter’s most 
l o y a l 
p o l i t i c a l 
supporters winced at 
that little exercise in 
hyperbole. With one 
rhetorical swoop, the 
President tossed away 
the option of vetoing 
an 
u n a c c e p t a b l e 
energy bill and then 
blaming Congress and 
the oil companies for 
their intransigence. 
Now he must deal with Russell Long, 
who has been known to walk off with the 
Capitol dome under far more challenging 
circumstances. 
And Long’s price for sending Carter an 
energy bill the President can live with 
boils down to one thing: financial incen­ 
tives to the oil and gas industry for in­ 
creased production and the development 
of alternative sources of energy. 
The House energy bill, which is vir­ 
tually identical to C arter’s original 
proposal, contains no such incentives — 
at least in the view of Long and the in­ 
dustry. 
What it does contain is a wellhead tax 
on domestic oil which would drive the 
price up to the international level, 
thereby discouraging consumption and 
promoting conservation. 
Carter wants 
all proceeds of this crude oil tax, which 
he has repeatedly called the “center­ 
piece” of his energy program, rebated to 
consumers. 
Forget about natural gas deregulation. 
Forget about the gas guzzler tax, the 
user tax to force conversion from oil and 
gas to coal. Forget about tax credits for 
home insulation. 
The outcome of the energy conference 
is going to turn on Russell Long’s deter­ 
mination to grab some of the proceeds of 
C arter’s wellhead tax for production in­ 
centives to the industry. 


Carter is already hollering “ rip-off," 
and insisting oil and gas producers don’t 
deserve any more money. 
But he can 
talk until he's blue in the face, and the 
end result will be the same. 


If he wants a wellhead tax, the Presi­ 
dent is going to have to let Russell Long 
divert some of the proceeds to the 
p r o d u c e r s 
— 
p r o b a b l y 
through the creation of an energy 
development corporation. 


Such a corporation, or fund, was 
originally proposed by former Vice 
President Nelson Rockefeller. 
As en­ 
visioned 
by Long, it would probably 
provide either low-interest loans or loan 
guarantees to industry for extraction of 
hard-to-reach oil and gas and develop­ 
ment of alternative energy resources. 


The Senate has more or less endorsed 
Long's approach, and has given the 
Finance Committee chairman a virtual 
blank check for negotiating with House 
conferees. 


Anyone who has ever watched Long 
operate 
in 
conferences 
with 
the 
knows the Louisiana Democrat will give 
away every item on the bargaining table 
to achieve whatever he has set as his 
own principal objective. 


After all his attacks on the oil industry,

A new "tim e bomb” was 
dropped into the county’s ex­ 
plosive salary arena Monday 
when the Board of Supervisors 
voted 3-1'with one abstention to 
call on staff to prepare a draft 
of a proposed June, 1977, ballot 
measure allowing voters to 
have a say in salary adjust­ 
ments for county supervisors. 
Supervisors are slated to make 
a decision on such a measure 
Dec. 5. 
At the same time, the board 
approved, 
then 
rescinded, 
another move which would have 
set a course of possibly having 
voters have their say on 
salaries of other elected county 
officials as well, also by the ad­ 
visory election route. 
Hal Burnett, president of 
Citizens For Tax Reform, Inc., 
of Santa Barbara, who called on 


the supervisors to put the ques­ 
tion of pay boosts for all elected 
county officials up to the voters 
in the June Primary, termed 
the board’s action “only half a 
loaf” for the electorate. 
The administrative office and 
county counsel’s office were 
directed to prepare a proposed 
ballot m easure — for the 
board’s action D ec. 
5 — 
adjusting supervisors’ salaries 
upwards on a formula basis. 
The vote on Supervisor David 
Y ager’s m otion to have a 
proposed a d v iso ry b a llo t 
m easure regarding su p er­ 
visors’ salary increases — and 
not those of other county 
elected officials — drawn up 
w as su p p orted by B oard 
Chairman Harrell Fletcher and 
Supervisor William B. Wallace. 
Supervisor Robert Kallman 
voted no, on the grounds he felt 


the electorate should have a say 
in pay boosts for all elected of­ 
ficials in the county. Supervisor 
Robert Hedlund abstained. 
The board last Sept. 26 had 
approved a two-step, 32 percent 
pay boost for themselves — 
from $18,600 to $24,583 annually 
— on the basis of a formula tied 
to salaries of Superior Court 
judges. 
This action approving pay 
boosts for other elected of­ 
fic ia ls as w ell was later 
rescinded, with the board even­ 
tually approving pay hikes only 
for som e 100 m anagem ent 
employees, effective Dec. 12. 
By their final vote Monday, 
the majority of board members 
took the position they wanted to 
control pay adjustments for the 
other elected county officials, 
but didn't want to act on pay in­ 
creases for themselves without 


getting public voter input. 
Should they allow an advisory 
election on their own salaries, 
the county supervisors will be 
taking an unprecedented action. 
H eretofore th eir sa la r ie s 
have been set first by the 
L e g is la t u r e , 
th e n 
by 
themselves, without the voters 
expressing themselves. 
Burnett, a former San Fran­ 
cisco newspaper executive, also 
had called on the board to take 
action to merge the offices of 
county tax collector and county 
treasurer-public administrator- 
guardian. 
The board voted against such 
an action at this time, but did 
direct the administrative office 
to contact "eight or 10 other 
counties” of the reported 53 
which have merged these of­ 
fices to see if the mergers have 
resulted in tax savings and/or 


transfer $157,000 from general 
fund contingencies to meet the 
total cost. 
Palmo Construction was the 
only firm to submit a bid — and 
this was also a sore point with 
Wagner 
Wagner said the Federal 
leg isla tio n settin g up the 
employment incentive program 
in his opinion was "poorly writ­ 
ten” and by its provisions can 
only result in costing the con­ 
tractor and the county extra 
money ” 
T hree other co n tra cto rs 
decided not to bid after looking 
at the Federal requirements 
said Wagner 
The county couldn’t be sure 
that if it re-advertised it would 
have any bidders, or might get

Social Security hits new snags

Setting the readers right. 
My recent mail shows there are 
some 
retirees 
who 
still 
have 
misconceptions about two Social 
Security 
regulations. 
So, 
don't 
expect to receive any or all of $3,000 
during 1977 That was only a new 
arbitrary ceiling figure announced 
Jan. 1 for the amount of money we 
might earn from outside sources 
before we are penalized by the loss 
of part of our monthly benefit 
checks 
Other retirees have asked me why 
they 
didn’t 
receive 
the 
same 
increase in their checks July 1 as 
their friends and relatives 
This 
wasn’t a blanket across-the-boards 
inflation raise voted by Congress 
It’s really a percentage cost-of- 
living 
allowance 
based 
on 
the 
amount 
of 
money 
received 
in 
earlier checks For a person who 
had got monthly pay checks of $150, 
the increase would be a little more 
than $9 a month For the retiree 
who had been receiving monthly 
$300 checks, his new added income 
from Social Security would come to 
a little more than $18 monthly 
Much of my recent mail came from 
women who are now receiving 
Social Security checks, or will soon 
be eligible for benefits because of 
age, retirement after working, or 
because their husbands will retire 
soon The answers for most of their 
questions can be found in that 


excellent 
booklet 
“A 
Woman’s 
Guide to Social Security." 
I’m sorry I can’t fill the requests 
that I mail copies of 
this to 
individuals If you can’t obtain the

Both pitchers signed un­ 
disclosed. m ulti-year contracts 
Sullivan, named general manager by 
the trust that runs the ballclub until the 
ow nership d isp u te is se ttled , con ­ 
centrated on signing the 6-foot-5 Torrez. 
The big right-hander attended seven of 
the nine sessions held in Phoenix last 
week between Sullivan and agent Gary 
Walker. 
Reports indicate the Red Sox, who 
lacked a consistent starter in their futile 
flag chase of 1977, will pay Torrez $2 
million for five years 
The agreem ent gives credibility to the 
Sullivan group, which must ward off the 
suit filed by A-T-0 of Ohio and prove its 
financial stability to the other 13 league 
owners 
Torrez, 31. a native of Topeka, Kan , 
has a 114-84 lifetim e record with a 
history of pitching well in the late stages 
of the season 
He had a 14-12 mark with New York, 
winning seven straight com plete games 
beginning in August and pitching 5*^ in­ 
nings of shutout relief in the final 
dram atic AL playoff gam e against 
Kansas City He was the pitching star of 
the World Series, winning two complete

The 6-foot-5 Torrez was hunting near 
his Topeka home when Sullivan made the 
announcement at a Fenway Park news 
conference Torrez was to visit Fenway 
Park Wednesday, where it was expected 
he would sign a contract.

One Christmas Mrs. Gregory 
made homemade pickles and 
jams for presents. Her husband 
made little baskets for them, 


and decided they looked so 
nice, they should try selling 
them. 
The business soon expanded 
out of the living room in their 
1810 house and into a new shop 
across the road. Soon they 
were selling pickles, relishes, 
cheese, meats, their own maple 
syrup and

The public has heard a lot 
about widespread irregu­ 
larities in the U.S. Medi­ 
care 
and Medicaid 
pro­ 
grams. One of the most out­ 
rageous abuses now come 
to light is what the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education 
and Welfare calls the intol­ 
erably high levels of un­ 
needed 
surgery 
in 
this 
country. 
According 
to 
HEW, 
which 
administers 
both 
Medicare and Medicaid, the 
nation’s 
overall 
surgery 
rate increased by 25 per­ 
cent between 1970 and 1975. 
At least part of that rise, 
one hopes, reflects better 
medical care. Other HEW 
statistics show, however, 
that in some cities the rates 
of government-paid com­ 
mon operations such as ap­ 
pendectomies or hysterec­ 
tomies may be twice as high 
as in neighboring commu­ 
nities. They are also higher 
than in private 
medical 
plans. 
In an effort to combat 


unnecessary 
operations, 
HEW will begin paying for 
second medical opinions for 
Medicare patients in non­ 
emergency cases, and even 
for a third opinion if the 
patient wants it. The hope 
is that the extra cost of 
extra opinions will be more 
than offset by the elimina­ 
tion of unnecessary sur­ 
gery. But perhaps realizing 
that two bad opinions don’t 
make a good one, the de­ 
partment is also taking 
steps to strengthen the na­ 
tion’s

“professional 
standards review organiza­ 
tions.” These are groups of 
doctors who monitor hos­ 
pital 
admissions and 
— 
every once in awhile — 
identify and discipline sub­ 
standard colleagues. 
Taken singly, these and 
other measures HEW pro­ 
poses are like putting a 
Band - aid on a gaping 
wound. 
Maybe 
enough 
Band-aids might staunch 
the financial hemorrhaging 
that 
is leaving 
taxpayers 
limp. It’s worth a try.

If our nation is not to be intimidated 
into surrendering our canal we must let 
our elected officials know we oppose this 
giveaway. 1 urge all concerned citizens 
to write to their Senators and Congres­ 
smen, especially Senator Hayakawa, and 


urge them to vote no on the proposed

WASHINGTON — Over three cen­ 
turies ago William Shakespeare recog­ 
nized the public's exasperation with 
lawyers. A revolutionary leader in one of 
his plays advised his followers: “The 
first thing we do, let’s kill all the 
lawyers." 
While no one today is suggesting such 
radical remedies, the Justice Depart­ 
ment and Federal Trade Commission are 
joining 
forces 
against 
fee-gouging 
among America’s 433,000 mouthpieces. 
Despite a recent 
Supreme Court rul­ 
ing that lawyers may 
advertise their serv­ 
ices and prices, most 
real competition is 
still being stifled by 
outdated 
strictures 
of self-serving bar 
associations. The 
federal government 
has already hauled 
the American Bar 
Association 
into 
court on charges of 
illegally restraining 
its members from advertising. 
Now FTC and Justice Department 
investigators are quietly study i n g 
whether there has been a massive 
conspiracy to prevent enterprising 
lawyers from selling their services in the 
marketplace like other ordinary busi­ 
nessmen. 
The investigators are also looking into 
charges that some greedy lawyers are 
putting the squeeze on prepaid legal 
insurance plans. These plans protect 
their subscribers from catastrophic legal 
bills by offering all legal services for a 
set fee. But lawyers who work with the 
prepaid groups allegedly have been 
harassed and pressured by high-pow­ 
ered attorneys and legal groups that 
want to preserve their own inflated fees. 
Top Justice Department officials are 
concerned that the ballooning cost of 
litigation has risen beyond the grasp of 
lower-and middle-class families. They 
want to abolish regulations that force 
people to hire a lawyer for simple, 
routine matters such as a title search. 


The unprecedented scrutiny of law­ 
yers is the first step in a major new 
effort by Justice and FTC investigators 
to focus the antitrust spotlight on once- 
sacred businesses. FTC Chairman Mi­ 
chael Pertschuk and the Justice De­ 
partment’s antitrust chief, John Shene- 
field, privately decided last month to 
hold four “summit” meetings a year to 
coordinate their investigations. Their 
first tete-a-tete is scheduled next month. 
Their staffs, meanwhile, will be meeting 
on a weekly basis. 


The two agencies have cast wary eyes 
on a posible conspiracy in the pharma 
ceutical industry to maintain high prices 
on certain drugs. The FTC is already 
probing anti competitive practices in the 
automobile, insurance, oil and chemical 
industries, and among doctors. 


The Justice Department, meanwhile, 
is taking a hard look at monopolistic 
practices among the giant corporations 
that dominate the fields of energy, 
computers, and communications. 
The effort, ironically, is being spear­ 
headed by Shenefield, who is trying to 
shed his image as a pro-industry lawyer 
and don the armor of an antitrust 
crusader. As a private lawyer, Shene­ 
field represented the American Bar 
Association in its battle to maintain 
restrictions on legal advertising. 
But one colleague told us that Shene­ 
field is now determined to become “the 
Wally Hickel of the Justice Depart­ 
ment.” Hickel was a corporate executive 
who became an aggressive pro-environ­ 
ment Interior Secretary. 


SENATE SLAP — Washington’s arm­ 
chair analysts are buzzing over the 
Senate slap at Marion Edey, whom 
President 
C arter 
wanted 
as 
an 
environmental advisor. 
He nominated her to the White House 
Council on Environmental Quality; she 
was turned down by the Senate Envi­ 
ronment and Public Works Committee. 
But contrary to the prevailing gossip, 
the slap was not really aimed at the 
president. Nor is the offical explanation 
entirely true that she was rejected 
because the senators distrusted her 
environmental views.

She was slapped down because she 
had the temerity last year to rate 
senators on environmental issues. As 
chairwoman of the League of Conserva­ 
tion Voters, she was responsible for the 
ratings. Too many committee members 


remembered how she had rated them 
when it came their turn this month to 
vote on her nomination. 
Chairman Jennings Randolph, D.- 
W.Va., for example, received a dismal 
rating of 39 out of a possible 100. He 
gave her an equally negative vote. Sen. 
James McClure, R.-Idaho, got only a 
pathetic “three” rating from Edey’s 
group. This was enough to make his one 
of her more ardent detractors. 
Other senators, who voted against 
her, also got low ratings. Sen. Peter 
Domenici, R.-N.M., received an 11; Sen. 
Howard Baker, R.-Tenn., a 26; Sen. 
Mike Gravel, D.-Alaska, a 41 and Sen. 
Quentin Burdick, D.-N.D., a 50. 
The most influential environmentalist 
on the committee, Sen. Edmund Muskie, 
D.-Maine., also voted against Edey 
although he received a favorable 67 
rating. But Edey’s group gave Jimmy 
Carter a more favorable environmental 
profile than Muskie during last year’s 
presidential struggle. 
This reportedly offended Muskie’s 
powerful staff aide, Leon Billings, who 
was asked by a lobbyist whether he 
intended to oppose Edey. “You’re damn 
right!" responded Billings. He didn’t 
return our calls when we attempted to 
get his version of the incident. 
The committee’s resounding rejection 
of Edey would normally end her career 
as a White House adviser. But President 
Carter hasn't given up. He has made 
persona] calls on her behalf to several 
senators, inlcuding Chairman Randolph. 
Carter’s peanut brigade is also lobbying 
behind the scenes to salvage 
her 
nomination.

New treatment of students 


WASHINGTON - Out of China 
comes news of a profound change that is 
a signal of a new order. Students are to 
be admitted to universities and technical 
schools on the basis of scholastic attain 
ment and intellectual ability rather than 
for reasons of socialist origins and zeal. 
The political — as against the intellec­ 
tual — standard, brought higher educa 
tion in China virtually to a standstill 
during the past 10 years. 
The cultural revolu­ 
tion fomented by 
Mao 
Tse-T u n g 
plunged the univer­ 
sities into chaos. The 
brightest students 
were often sent to 
the 
rice 
paddies 
rather than to insti­ 
tutions of 
higher 
learning. This was 
part of the levelling 
process intended by 
Chiang Ching, Mao's 
wife, to ins u r e 
against establishing a class with superior 
intellectual attainments in government 
positions. She was arrested not long 
after Mao’s death. Chiang and three of 
her followers have been denounced 
throughout China as the “Gang of Four ’ 
responsible for the lost years when 
education, particularly science and tech­ 
nology. faltered and deteriorated. 
By a singular irony of history, signs in 
the West point toward a similar poli 
tical-social, rather than an intellectual 
criterion, in higher education. 
An interesting example is the Uni­ 
versity of Uppsala, in Sweden, one of the 
most illustrious independent iniversities 
in the world. Uppsala's university has 
just observed its 500th anniversary. 
Government-decreed reforms would add 
non scholars to the ruling bodies of 
Uppsala and Sweden’s four other in­ 
dependent universities. 
The reforms would also require the 
admission of a certain number of older 
students who have job experience but 
would not meet academic standards. 
This last is a close parallel with the 
non-academic rule prevailing through 
higher education in China during what 
are now called The Ten Lost Years. 
One of the sharpest critics of the 
Swedish government decrees is Torgny 
Segerstedt, rector of Uppsala, who fears 
that the quality of education will be 
diluted. This was the feeling, too, of 
some of the 100 scholars and savants 
from around the world who received 
honorary degrees on the university’s 
500th anniversary. 
Clark Kerr, chairman of the Carnegie 


Council on Higher Education and form­ 
erly president of the University of 
California, one of the recipients, talked 
about the California plan for higher 
education, which he helped to formulate. 
Community colleges were a first line of 
defense for the university. He was 
quoted in the Chronicle of Higher 
Education as saying: 
"Otherwise the university was going 
to be overwhelmed with large numbers 
of students with lower academic attain­ 
ment or attacked as trying to hold onto a 
monopoly 
over 
entry 
into 
higher 
status.” 
In New York, three high schools that 
have maintained exceptional standards 
with stiff entrance exams for highly 
qualified students are faced with an 
investigation by the Federal Office of 
Civil Rights. The inquiry, according to a 
notice to the schools, is to determine 
why girls, blacks, Hispanic and other 
minorities are under-represented. 
The possibility of an adverse ruling 
has aroused a passionate protest from 
alumni, teachers, students and parents, 
according to an account in the New York 
Times. They are fearful not only that the 
standards of the three schools will be 
seriously impaired by the enforcement of 
quotas for admission but that this will in 
turn accelerate the flight of middle-class 
families, both black and white, to the 
suburbs. 
The Bronx High School of Science and 
Stuyvesant and Brooklyn Tech have 
graduated many leaders in science, 
including Harold Brown, currently Sec­ 
retary of Defense and one of the two or 
three most noted authorities on arms 
control, and Joshua Lederberg, a Nobel 
prize winner in medicine. The schools 
have also produced civil rights activists, 
one being Stokely Carmichael who 
undertook to lead a black revolt in 
Maryland. 
A catch in all this is the word “elite.” 
The description “elitist" has come to be a 
damaging designation for an individual 
who presumes to put himself above 
others. 
Take Harold Brown as an example. By 
any measurement he would be a member 
of the elite. If not a genius in physics and 
related fields of science, he is close to it. 
A levelling process that would have sent 
him to the rice paddies and deprived him 
of the development of his inherent 
abilities would have been a loss to the 
nation. 
This is a discovery that the Chinese, 
under the prodding of that tough 
practical little man, Teng Psia-Ping, are 
now making. They have a great deal of 
lost ground to recover.

The system 
works! 


Regardless of the merits of the 
respective sides in the battery-on-a- 
peace-officer case that concluded in 
Lompoc Municipal Court last Wednes­ 
day, one thing is certain: The system 
works. It may sound over much to use 
this kind of language to describe the 
results of a misdemeanor court case, but 
it’s particularly appropriate considering 
the factors that were involved. 
There 
were 
some 
who described the 
case as a pure con­ 
frontation between 
youth on' the one 
hand and the estab­ 
lishment represen­ 
ted by law enforce­ 
ment on the other. 
The defendant was 
in his 20s and most of 
his witnesses were 
that young or young- 


But some of the prosecution witnesses 
were also in their 20s and that fact blurs 
any separation of the two sides by age. 


Over and above all this, the deport­ 
ment of judge and prosecution and 
defense attorneys and the jury and the 
intensely interested, albeit, partisan 
audience, was exemplary. There was 
forebearance by everyone concerned. 
The deputy district attorney who was 
prosecuting the case noted at one point 
in his final argument to the jury that 
police officers testifying for the prose 
cution proved the validity of an injured 
officer’s testimony, indirectly. They did 
so, according to the deputy, by not 
offering corroborating testimony for 
their fellow officer’s contention that the 
defendant had struck him. The point, in 
the prosecutor’s view, clearly indicated 
the witnesses were being honest when 
they could have twisted their testimony 
slightly in the interest of a conviction. 
That is if they wanted to help fabricate 
the story of an injury to the officer. It’s a 
small point, but it led at least a few of 
the audience to concede that the police 
witnesses were doing their level best to 
recall the dramatic events as honestly as 
they could. 


The aura of validity and sincerity 
touched everyone. At one point near the 
end of the trial, a defense attorney 
interrupted the final summation by the 
prosecutor, to declare: “I retract that if I 
said it.” The prosecutor was attempting 
to rebut some of the defense attorney’s 
final summation language. In the view of 
this reporter, it seemed that the defense 
attorney wanted everyone to know, 
right there that there were some things 
he wouldn’t say under any circum­ 
stances, merely to defend his client. 


This reporter didn’t sit in on all of the 
three-day trial, but what he did hear 
convinced him that witnesses for the 
defense — mostly youngsters near the 
age of the defendant — were sincere in 
their belief that the defendant was 
innocent of any wrong doing. 


All things considered and despite the 
surface factors: an officer injured in the 
line of duty; the exuberance of youth in a 
confrontation with police — there was a 
miniumun of melodrama. 
But of course all that brings up 
another question for which there is no 
ready answer: What for example is the 
authority of law enforcement to pre 
serve the peace? And a concurrent 
thought: How much force can be used in 
the course of keeping the peace without 
the charge that it is excessive? 


Just as obvious as the sincerity of the 
defense, was the sincerity and profes 
sionalism of the police involved. 


This reporter and his wife, Anne lost a 
good friend in the death this week of 
Marguerite Hall. There was a period of 
nearly two years beginning in about 1969 
when we spent almost every weekend at 
the Hall Ranch on North H Street, 
tending a planting of iris. We used to 
joke that we were in business together, 
Marguerite and the two of us. Here’s 
how it came about: I believe it began at a 
christening or rather a reception follow­ 
ing the christening. Marguerite and I 
talked about setting up an iris garden 
and after going over all the details, 
shook hands solemnly and later made the 
announcement publicly over champagne. 
The arrangement followed a conversa­ 
tion I had had with John Beattie. Beattie 
was a member of the school district 
board oi trustees and a farmer. Didn't he 
have a little corner I could plant some 
iris in? I asked and a few days later, 
Beattie told me to get in touch with 
Marguerite. 
At that time, the Proctors had no yard 
of their own. 
Somewhat later, after formation of the 
Robert R. Young Iris Society we decided 
to name the iris garden in Marguerite's 
honor. Gordon de Marrais, coordinator 
of vocational education for the school 
district got a fine redwood sign made, 
proclaiming The Marguerite Hall, Iris 
Test Garden, Lompoc. We had dedica 
tion ceremonies with all the iris society 
members we could muster and later on, 
the Bulletin of the American Iris Society 
printed a picture showing everyone 
crowded around the sign. 
The expression on Marguerite's face 
when she ripped the protective paper off 
the front of the sign and saw the words 
for the first time, was captured on film. 
That’s 
the 
way 
we’ll 
remember 
Marguerite Hall: Full of excitement at a 
given moment with the people and 
events around her. Despite her ad­ 
vanced years, her eyes twinkled as 
brightly as a child’s. 
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
